She was an ar- 
dent suffragette, and was active at 
one time in the League for Women 
Voters, as well as the International 
Congress for Women Workers. Mrs. 
Roosevelt has been a consistent 
fighter against discrimination and 
racial prejudice.

Little is known of Mèsplét's early life except' 
that he was born in l4rohs,1739, in ))umble circum- 
stances. It is unlikely that he acbievèd any very 
solid success at his trade in France, for at the age 
of about 38, he set off on his travels. In 1773 he was 
in London, operating a printing shop in Covent 
Garden. "The Redpath Library has a copy of "La Loui- 
siane enianglantee", by the Çhfvaiier de Chàmpigny, 
printed in London in lln, the earliest known ex- 
ample of Mesplefs work. - - 

THè following year. 1774, found Mesplet in Phi- 
làdelphîà, where he wàs'em'ployed by thè'Continéntal 
Congress to. print its "Lettré addrëssé aux habitants 
de la province de Quebec". Philadelpai,il774, a 
pamphlet designed to seduce lha Can^rdiiniTirom the 
British allegiance. A copy of this work- is also in 
the possession of the Redpath Library. . 

Two years later, wlièn the Americans were occu- 
pying Montreal, the ContinenUl Congress engaged 
Mesplet to take his presses to Canada in order to 
issue aiitl-Brltlsh propaganda there. By this time 
Mesplet was In finineial straits and his equipment 
has been seized by his creditors. However, a com- 
patriot, one Charles Berger, paid his dtbU and in- 
vested eapIUl In the new undertaking, remtlning in 
Philadelphia as a sleeping psrtnér, while Mesplet 
went off to Montrial, arriving on May 6, 1778, Scjir- 
cely had he reached the town when he was left 
stranded by the withdrawal both of the Americfn 
commissioners and of the American troops. Mesplet 
was fhèn, naturally, promptly arrested and thrown 
Into prison by thé English authorities, but he was 
set free at the end of three weeks. 

Meanwhile, Mesplet has sèt up his presses on the 
Rue Capllsle, near the present site of the Sailors' 
Intsltutè, off the Place du Vieux March where the old 
Customs .House sUll stands. After his release, he set 
to .work. prinUng chiefly religious' boolcs. Copies , of 
several of thes^ are in the Redpath Library, includ- 
ing the rare "Règlement de la Confrerle.de I'f dera- 
tion perpà^uâUc du S. S«crament .et de la bonne 
mort," bearing thf imprint. "A Montre»l/Ch«i .F. 
Mesplet it C. Berger, Impri'/meurs Libralrifs; près 
le .Marche.,177é." This was the first book printed In 
Montreal. 

On June ard, 177J. Mesplet Ifiunchfd Montreal's 
first néwii^lper. thé "Gezitte du commerce et lit- 
téraire", edited by ValenUn Jautard. another rreach 
emigre. Jâutérd, with at least the cofnlzanee of 
Mcsplit, soon began to; attack thé Government, with 
in jail in Quebec. Mesplet tmcrged in 1783 and 
both publisher and éditbr spent thé next three yèsrs 
in Jail in Quebec. Mesplet emerged in 1762 and 
resumed his prinUng businés but It wu not unlU 
1783 that he again undertook to pubUsh a newàpspèr, 
this Urne the "Gazette de Montreal", at first in. 
French only, later in both French and English. A 
complète lllé of the "Giuetto du commerce at Ulle- 
ralre", 1778-1780, and the eraUest 'cxUnt copies of 
the "Gazette'.de Montreal" are to be found- In the 
Redpath Library. 

Mesplet never did achieve material succeis, but. 
npthwithstanding perpetual -flnancifil dlificulties,; he 
continued to publish his G»zetteïtintii:hià death In 
January, 1784. A year lale>'iils nèwspapcr was revived 
by another priiiter. Edward Edwards, and it still 
appeari today as the "Montreal Gazette".

I leanied that Vk. MacLennan, 
one of Ca^iada's foremost novelists, 
and author of two best sellers, 
"Barometer Rising" and "Two Soli- 
tudes," was hard at work . on his 
third novel.. •■Right now." he saiif, 
'it is two-thirds finished. It's more 
mature, I hope, than my other books. 
The setUng is laid in parts of the 
United States and Canada." 

A Nova Scotian. Hugh MacLennan 
was born in Glace Bay. Cape Breton 
Island. In 1907, but his family left 
there when he was seven. He was 
brought up in Halifsx. snd attended 
Halifax Academy and Dalhousié 
University. .There In 10tt, .ha won 
a Rhedci Scholarship, and fo; thé 
neat three y^art studied at Oriel 
College. Oxford. ^ 

Àftèr.-that came a fellowship to 
the graduate "college at Princeton 
University.. "Oh yes,. I got my Ph.D. 
there," .'said Dr. MacLennan. Upon 
further questioning, he* revealed 
that his thesis was about the history 
of a Roman town, with a name that 
defied immediate speliing: Oxy- 
rhynohus. '

'Hicn he returned to Canada In 
1B35 and got a position teaching at 
Lower Canada College. Prior to 
this, he had written a novel at 
Princeton which was not published. 
During his ten yeah at Lower Can- 
ada College, he wrote two novels^ 
one of which was; "Barometer 
Rising." 

He says that he cannot write short 
stories, and he never has. "The 
good ones are more difficult, and 
the technique of the noval and the 
short story are enllrel/ different." 

Two years ago, Dr. 'MacLennan 
retired from teaching to devote his 
time to writing.

As students of Dat.vson College, 
members of thé AtUleties Council 
and as the "moveir" land "seconder" 
respectively of the motion which 
received so much pti blicily in your 
Dally of Fri., Feb. Jilst, we feel it 
out duty to enlighljen the student 
body^both at Dawn on and McGlll 
aa to the situation pA^hich gave rise 
to the motion. 

To begin with llîe decision as to 
whether Dawson would field a 
Senior Basketball :Team at all was 
left entirely in tliie hands of the 
bssketball players; at Dawson. Once 
this decision 'Was .'made, an applica- 
tion was submitted to the M.B.L^ 
for acceptance in the Senior 
League. At first 1 he M.B.L. was not 
in favor of acca pting the Dawson 
entry. This was, to be expected as 
the Dawson team was an unknown 
and might not ineasu're up to Sen- 
ior calibre. Tho n too, all teams' In 
the League wq uld have to travel 
to Dawson nei :essitaiing consider- 
able extra exf -ense and inconven- 
ience, not only; to players but to the 
referees as w(ifil. In addition, M.B.L. 
officials were, concerned about the 
possibility of 'Dawson dropping out 
t>efore the Li ague was completed. 
CONTIINUB TO END 

On being «issured ttiat all extra 
expenses woif ild be looked after by 
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that the Dawson team could be 
counted on to give the best that it 
had and that it would continue to 
the very and of the league, the 
Dawson Senior team was accepted. 

During the basketball season 
when it became apparent that the 
Dawson team had a good chance of 
making the playoffs the secretary 
of the M.B.L. asked the coach of 
the Dawson team if his team in- 
tended to enter the playoffs. He 
was informed that the Dawson team 
was prepared to go ar far as it 
could. 

As recently as January 2fl when 
a spot in the playoffs for Dawson 
was a certainty, ' tha president of 
the M.B.L. and a board member of 
this association visited Dawson and 
again the question of continuation 
in the playoffs was brought up. At 
this point the Dawson team could 
have declared its intention of drop- 
ping from the league at the termi- 
nation of the preliminaries with' no 
opposition from anyone. However, 
once again the coach assured the 
officials of the M.B.L. thai the Daw- 
son team intended entering the 
playoffs and going as far as it 
could. 

With this final assurance the 
M.B.L. proceeded with all its plans 
for ths playoffi. 

RUMORS ARE PLYINO 

Two weeks later there wer« ru- 
mors that certain members of the 
Dawson Team intended to drop out 
owing to pressure of studies and 
that the Team would not live up 
to its thrice confirmed agreement 
with the M.B^L. This came to a 
head on Tuesday Feb. 18th, when 
a list of players Intending to drop 
out WÛ handed , in to the Athle- 
tics Office. On this list were 
thret signatures plus the names 
of two others who apparently had 
been questioned on the subject by 
the Coach. The latter recommcnd- 
rd that Dawson drop from the 
League. 

The Secretary of the M.B.L. was 
notified of the situation which 
had arisen and was naturally srcnt- 
ly disturbed. He stated that if

A Senate committee and sub-corn- 
mittcc arc at present Investigating 
possible re-organization of the con- 
fused athletic set-up. A report is 
pending so that until its content 
be made 'known it would be un- 
timely to clamour for changes that 
may 'be forthcoming. If the new 
proposals do not give full recog- 
nition to student and graduate , de- 
mands then, as in the past, I will 
continue to strongly press for re- 
turn of athletic control to an Ath- 
letic Board of Control and the pro- 
vision for a new and vigorous ath- 
letic policy here atf McGill. . 

Dawson— As Dawson is an; im- 
portant part of the University, it 
is essential that closer links be 
established and maintained between 
the two campuses. 'Specifically I 
suggest:. 

(1) Dawson College executive 
council be invited to send a voting 
member to the weekly meetings of 
the S.E.C. In Montreal. The constl 
tutlon should be atpended to permit 
this at the first possible moment 

(2) A voting member be invited 
to the bimonthly meetings of the 
Students' Athletic Council. (The ex- 
penses of both delegates to be borne 
by the Montreal group.) 

(3) McGill Intercollegiate teams 
should play some games at Dawson 
College, thus giving students there 
Incentive to play for, and 'support 
McGill first teams. In addition Mc 
GUI coaches should make regular 
visits to Dawson and improved 
methods must be found for enabling 
Dawson students to practise and 
play with McGill teams. 

Student Loans — Veterans loans 
arc meeting urgent needs, but gen- 
eral student loans are at present In 
adequate. I believe an immediate 
investigation should be made to 
study establishing iat McGill an 
adequate ^oan fund. 'Ttiis could be 
made up of refundable contribU' 
tlons from graduates and perhaps 
some students. My enquiries 
amongst graduates revealed consid- 
erable interest, and an assurance of 
generous contribution. The fund 
would be 'administered jointly by 
the University and the S.E.C. It 
could probably be Instituted with 
little delay. 

Veterans — As long as problems 
peculiar to veterans continue to cx 
ist, the Students' Veterans Society 
should continue to receive full sup 
port from the S.E.C.

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ance arc indispensable to democ- 
racy, whether on or off the campus. 
The spirit of cooperation among 
individuals and groups, of different 
racial extraction or religious per- 
suasion, is an essential part not only 
of democratic government on the 
national level but of student dem 
oicracy on the campus. 

That such a spirit is' not more 
prevalent at McGill is, in my opln 
ion, largely tlie result of the. nature 
of our fratcniitles,' .many! or whom 
have secret constitutions arid' most 
of whom practise racial or rellg 
lous discrimination, both in their 
membership and in 'their affiliations 
with other groups. 

It is obvious that fraternities, 
because of their well-developed or- 
ganization and their prestige, wield 
an enormous influence on the cam 
pus. It Is equally apparent that this 
influence may be directed toward 
either the advancement or the ob- 
struction of democratic ideals. 

In order ilut fratemllles may be 
encouraged to promote racial and 
rellgous tolerance at McOIII and to 
stamp otit any existlnf discrlmin 
ation within their own ranks, I 
propose that all fraternities whose 
membership comprises students of 
nicGlll University be officially 
recognUed by the student body, 
that their constitutions be publith- 
ed and approved by the S.E.C. and 
that they be ^ required to obtain 
ratification of-'the S.E.C.' for any 
outside affiliation. 

1 further call on the fraternities 
to "show their good will by assenting 
to these proposals and thus assum- 
ing a position similar to all other 
organizations on the campus. 

Second— To a large proportion of 
students, employment Is a subject of 
paramount Importance. A Student 
Employment Service Is shortly to 
be set up, and I propose that stu 
dents have adequate representation 
on the policy-making body and iii 
the administration of this organiza» 
tlon. 

Third— Students as a whole should 
have an active part in solving the 
problems that exist In the Athletics 
Department, and I shall call for the 
guaimteej^gf^m^ voice for 
students'^Mn''aâmiin8tration of the 
Athletics organization.

There is a definite need for a 
political forum oa the campus, one 
open to all students and featuring 
discussion by every party. It shoiild 
not have the "party-voting" of the 
Model Parliament nor the decision 
basis qf argument in debating. 
Open forums, with visiting speak- 
er! and frank discussion would 
lead to à better imderstanding, and 
much less disunity and bickering 
on the campus. ^ 

NFCUS is a basically sound and 
feasible organization. During the 
pa.st two years. It has slowly recov- 
ered from the effects of the war, 
and now, it should be in a position 
to accomplish something for the stu- 
dents. I will endeavor to make that 
organization Justify itself, and do 
something for t^e campus. 

Dawson students' affairs are now 
almost independent of the parent 
body, and. I , am satisfied that that 
policy should be continued. The 
athletics and other programs would 
be given free scope, and in many 
cases, must be in direct competition 
witji McGlU. . :. ..

Real progress has been made in 
the last few years towards making 
the Women's Union a vital organi- 
zation with real meaning for. every 
coed. However, there Is still much 
to be done. If, as is now proposed, 
the Women's News Editor of the 
"Dally" becomes an executive mem- 
ber of ihc Women's .Union, our ac- 
tivities should receive improved 
publicity. In addition it would be 
.- agood ide ato have a special week- 
ly column in the "Daily" to bring 
together items, of interest to wo- 
men. , '
